In their genteel poverty, the Eisenhower 
bows hacl come to appreciate that only edu- 
cation could mise their status. Edgar and 
Dwight struck o bargain: As the elder, Ed 
would matniculate atthe University of Michi- 
tan, while Dwight worked to help pay his 
way. After a vear or two, Ed would recipro- 
cate ly fmancing Dwight's higher education. 

For two vears Dwight—“Ike" as he was 
then definitively branckerl—toiledl al on Ssuc- 
cession if jobs: For several months he labored 
12 hours 2 night, seven nights a week, logging 
400-pound blocks of ice in the creamery. He 
started at a dime an hour and worked his way 
up toa quarter, One entry in the creamery 
account books docked him 20 cents for ice 
cream eaten on the job. 

A friend told ke 
of the free education offered’ ly the service 
actidemies at West Point ancl Annapolis. He 
immediately applied to his Senator, Joseph DL. 

Bris- 
tow bestowed appomtments by means of 
competitive exuminations; affler weeks of 
Intensive study, [ke took both exams. 

He scored first for Annapolis, second for 
Weal Point. Although hoping for a career in 
the Navy, he found that at 20) vears he was 
bevond the age limit set by the Naval Acade- 
my. lke therefire happily settled for West 
Point when the winner of thal examination 
failed to meet the physical requirements. 
Meanwhile Ed worked as a waiter in a uni-

British Prime Minister Winston Churchill had 


With Operation Torch in North 
Africa. a success, General Ricenhower 
in July 1943 launched Operation 
Husky against what Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill called “the soft 
underbelly af the Axis-” This included 
invasions Gf Sicihy ane Sarcinia, plus 
landings on the Italian boot itself.

Light,” “A Mighty Fortress Is Gur God"— 
and “The Battle Aymn of the Republic,” 
reminiscent of a century past, when another 
President, Abraham Lincoln, had traveled 
home for the last time by train. 

At St. Louis, Missourt, Mamie Eisenhower 
spoke quietly from the rear platform, saving, 
“Tam mist grateful for all the expressions of 
love.” On other occasions, she waved woed- 
lessly te the crowds: 

The throng in Abilene surpassed any in 
Washington, swelling the small plains town 
of 7,400 residents by an estimated 100,000 
visitors, including former President Johnson 
and President Nixon. 

The general had chosen to rest in the 
chapeltike Pluce of Meditation at the Eisen- 
hower Center (preceding pages), within sight 
of the two-story white frame house where he 
grew Upe—now a museum. 

Past this and other landmarks of his vauth 
Dwight Eisenhower's casket was corriet! din: 
der the noontime sun of April 2, 1969, and 
lowered with final military honors—three yol- 
leys bs a squad of riflemen, a 21-2un solute, 
and the beautiful benediction of “Taps.” 

Almost at the same time, identical salutes 
were fired by designated (.S. military sta- 
Hons and naval vessels throughout the world. 
At sunset they fired 50-gun salutes, honoring 
each of the 30 states and the man who had 
served his country so brilliantly and so Jony. 

In the chapel at Abilene, a brother officer, 
Maj. Gen. Luther Miller, former Chief of 
Army Chaplains, pronounced the final words 
over Dwight Eisenhower, for the Nation and 
forthe world: “His battles are all fought, and 
his victories all won... Unt God's gracious 
merey, we cummend vou, ole friend.”

One July day in 1937, when Great Island 
should hive been a scene of activity, with 
young birds at the flying stage, 1 scanned the 
miursh through my telescope T saw the usual 
number of udults about—hbut where were 
the voung? 

The nesting season obviously bac been a 
failure. The next vear confirmed my suspi- 
cions. Although young ospreys ordinarily pip 
the shell in about five weeks, many adults sal 
on unhatched exes for 60 to 70 days. Other 
eggs mysteriously chsappeared. One bird 
brought a rubber ball to the nest and faith- 
fully sat on it for six weeks!

Such nests are no longer to be seen, though 
some of the 10 breeding pairs remaining in 
our area stil use the nesting platforms that 
Peter Ames and my wife built. Despite their 
efforts, production has net improved, In 1967, 
ll nests produced a single fledgling; in [968, 
10 pairs produced only one young. All the 
nests hal ems; but most failed to hatch. 

We cannot sey that such eaes were mofertile: 
in some the embryo had started to develop, 
then died Miost biologists believe chemical! 
pollutants are invelved, and so alarming are 
the implications that the U.S. Fish and Wile- 
life Service is investigating not only o¢prevs 
but-also bald cagles; pelicans, and other fish- 
eating birds. 

Sclence, thauvh, does not junrp to conclu- 
zions. The many osprevs on the mangrove 
keys of Florica in Everglades National Park 
seem to have been raising the proper number 
of voung despite the “blessings” of progress

A study now under way will tell us if this 
remy is the case and may also tell ws why.

Operation Ege Switch 


To try to find the answers, the U.S. Fish 
and! Wildlife Service assigned William Krantz 
of the Patuxent Wildlife Research Center and 
one of cur neighbors, Paul Spitzer, a student 
at Weslevan University, to carry out further 
studies. What would happen, they wondered, 
if Marviand eegs were placed in Connecticut 
nests and Connecticut ees pul in the care of 
Warvianed osprevsr 

Gill and Paul made an eee switch in the 
spring of 1968, exchanging 21 Connecticut 
ers for 22 Maryland cegs. Fight of the Mary- 
Land eges hatched in Connecticut nests— 
roughivy 36 percent, somewhat less than the 
pircentage that had been hatching all along 
in Morviand but significantly better than the 
Connecticut record However, only one of the 
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ln solitary majesty, an osprey patterns a 
Flonda sky with a distinctive albouette 
Sometimes mistaken for the bald cole, the 
oeprey—not nearly aa lnrge—hoas angled 
wines fel White belly in contrast with the 
raele's atraighter wits and dark bocly (eft).

About two weeks alter the eges hatched, Hill ancl Paul tested 
another point, the capacity of the Connecticut food supply to 
sustain a normal brood. A batch of young ospreys was brought 
by plane from Marviand so that every nest on Great [siond held 
a full complement of three. The foster parents readily accepted 
them, and in the weeks that followed all the babies save one grew 
fat, eventually fledged, and few, 


Death Creeps From Bug te Fish te Bird 


Thus it would seem that environmental pollution affecting the 
ezes through the foor chain may be the basic problem, and not 
the behavior of the adults, inadequate food supply, or such other 
local factors os disturbance of the nests, But which pollutants are 
critical and what are the mechanisms? 

We know that DT and other chlorinated hydrocarbon pesti- 
cides sprayed widely over farms and orchards persist in the 
énvironment a long time. Insects poisoned by these chemicals are 
consumed by Angerlines; these are eaten by larger fish, which in 
turn are cought by the osprey, The concentrated poisans are then, 
presumably, transferred to the osprev’s own tissues 

Recent stucies at the University of Wisconsin by Professor 
Joseph J. Hickey and Daniel W. Anderson show a definite: rela 
tionship between the presence of DDE, a derivative af DDT, in 
the eggs of certain fish-eating birds and the thickness of the egz- 
shells. Osprey egeshells examimed in New Jersey weighed 25 
percent less than those collected before the use of chlorinated 
hydrocarbons. (Sumificanthy, shells from the more stable Mary- 
land population have changed much less.) The presence of DDT 
and related compounds could explain the high percentage of e¢e 
breakage and eee disappearance in our Connecticut nests, 

Actually, DDT is only one of many pollutants coursing through 
our rivers. Research will pinpoint the problems and cures. With 
rare insight, young Paul Spitzer remarked to me, “Ospreys are 
more thin just birds to be enjowed: They are an alarm system of 
things gone haywire in the river, the estuary, ancl the sound. They 
are sensitive indicators of the environment.” 

That is precisely why all birds are important. 

Hut one who Joves birds as exemplars of nature's wild beauty 
finds much sadness in the peril of aspecies. Almost as dependable 
us the tides, our Connecticut osprevs return to our estuary during 
the last 10 days in March. But one vear soon, I fear, | shall go 
down to Great Island at the usual time of their spring arrival, and 
there will be no osprevs—not one.

For centuries Swiss soldiers were consid- 
ered! the best in Europe. Until a hundred 
Venrs age Switzerland's chief export was men, 
fighting men, hired soldiers for the armies of 
Europe—France, Savov, the House of Habs- 
burg, and many another, Only one holdover 
from her mercenary days remains, the Swiss 
Guard at the Vatican. Hut at home she has 
never lowered her quired. 

Every able-bocied man is called for basic 
training when he reaches 20 veors of age. 
Phrowghout his achalt tife—until be is 50—he 
trains with the militia forces several weeks 
cach vear. Between courses he keeps his unt- 
form, rifle, and ammunition at home ready 
for inv emergency. On only 46 hours’ notice 
the Swiss can put 600,000 men in the field— 
approximately one-tenth of the nation’s @n- 
tire population. 

Visitors to Switzerland are often surprised 
to find traffic slowed by columns of tanks 
While an infantry battalion “takes” o village 
or @ hill and Mirage jet fighters scream over- 
head, [ spent two days on maneuvers with 
a company of young officer candidates hich 
in the mountains near St Gotthard Pass. In 
command was Col, Peter Baumgartner, 3 
louwgh, rawboned man ina grav wool uniform. 
He corned a rucksack and « coil of olive- 
drab rope. 

“Miny of otir troops get mountain train- 
ing,” the colonel said. setting a brisk pace up 
through the snow and rocks, “The Alpes make 
a natural fortress—but vou have to know 
how to man tt.”

Men had al- 
ready rigged a rope. Following the colonel, | 
hooked my legs around the rope, fastened a 
snap ring through a belt sling for safety, and 
slid across the chasm hand aver hand.

The bay is 
there and the sweep of shore, but the scrubby 
land lies parched and desolate and sun- 
bleached. On a small hill back fromthe water, 
a steely-willed little Spanish priest, Father 
Junipero Serra, speaks beside brushwood huts 
and a crude cross (painting, page 118) Only a 


handiul of his countrymen hear him; many of 


their purty are dead or dying of scurvy. But 
Father Serra talks hopefully of God's work to 
be done as he dedicates California's first mis- 
sion and first European settlement, The date: 
July 16, 1769, birthday of San Dievo and of 
California itself 

Two days before that dedication, a small 
‘group under Dion Gaspar de Portold, Spanish 
governor of Baja California, had pushed 
on in. search of the lost Bay of Monterey, 
described in earlier jourtals of Spanish ex- 
plorers. Indeed, it bad been so fulsomely 
and inaccurately described that Don Gaspar 
didn't recognize it when he walked by. In- 
stead, on November 4, 1769, he discovered 
something bigger and better, San Francisen 
Bay. Spanish padres eventually built 20 more 
missions im California, bringing civilization 
to what would become the Golden State. 

Juan Rodriguez Cabrillo had discovered! 
California for Spain more than two centuries 
before his countrymen settled there. He sailed 
Into San Dtego Bay in 1542 and explored the 
coast. Through the long years, landing parties 
from various Spanish ships made forays 
ashore in California. But the first permanent 
settlement was not begun until the Serrn- 
Portola expedition came overland and by sea, 
Just 200 vears‘ago this month. 


City Plans o Birthday Party 


In this, of all veurs, San [ego is not dis- 
posed to let the world go unmindful of its role 
as the Plymouth Rock of California, Through- 
out 1969 the community 16 celebrating its 
200th birthday—and Caltifornia’s—in some 
fashion every div. It's a real swinger of a 
party, and if the city exhibits more than a lit- 
tle narcissism and brashness in the course of 
this marathon celebration, it must be forgiven.

That alone would 
entice visitors, but the area has combiner! its 
celebrated weather with the lure of some of 
the worlrl’s finest facilities for water-onented 
recreation, such us the city’s Mission Ray, «

They even proved 
indulgent toward my complete lenorance of 
peol, George Montello, white principal of the 
nearby Emerson School, dropped in with 
more Club members, and soon the lot of them 
performed for me their ritual, written by 
Archie Moore. 

It's a long and elaborate ritual in which the 
boys say what they will mof do (smoke, drink, 
lic, hit their teacher) and what they will do 
(stay in school, study, respect their parents, 
keep clean). It alse includes a demonstration 
of jabbing with their fists, and | was amazed 
at how savifth such litte fellows could strike. 

“IT don't want to see your hands,” sail [n- 
ktructor Moore, as he is called, and we very 
early didn't. 

“He gets-to these bovs in a way we can't,” 
ealtl George Montello. “He reaches them 
when their parents tal, We are eternally 
grateful to Archie Moore,” 

The old champ, himself a reform school 
pratduate, doesn't cliim to be a miracle work- 
er. “1 hove never said that | had wtopia in 
hand or the complete answer, just a founda 
lion step,” be told me. “This is an anti-vandal 
and anti-delinquent program. Vandalism is a 
base root of the trouble boys get in; it leads to 
other things, from smoking a civarette to 
other crutches, such as marijuana and worse. 
We try to develop mutual respect.” 

Philip Gildred, in contrast, is a wealthy 
businessman who has livecl with and for 
benuty all his life, developing a conmoissetr’s 
eve for art. But, more remarkably, he is also 
aman with an intense desire to belp others 
know and enjoy beauty, particularly the 
people of his beloved San Diego.
